An  End  in  Sight 

scribers  unfamiliar  with  the  com-

Why  have  we  departed  from  our  usual 
e-style  for  something  less  attractive  and 
s  readable?  Was  it  fair  to  send  out  the 
vertisement  pages  last  week  several  days 
advance  of  the  editorial  contents  and 
ssified  advertisements?  If  the  advertise- 
rs could  be  printed  apparently  un- 
anged,  why  not  the  news?  Readers  may 
ite  understandably  have  been  asking 
;h  questions.  We  are  even  aware  of  a 
:ling  among  some  of  our  subscribers 
it  we  have  in  some  way  failed  to  keep 
r  side  of  the  bargain  tacitly  made  in 

pting  their  subscriptions. 
So  far  is  that  from  being  the  case  that 
are  actually  entitled  to  boast  that  in 
e  way  or  another  we  have  provided  a 
ws  service  when  some  other  periodicals — 
:  example  the  "  Radio  Times  " — have 
d  to  suspend  publication.  To  appreciate 
lat  an  achievement  this  is  it  is  necessary 
understand  something  of  the  structure 
the  printing  industry  and  a  little  of  the 
finical  detail  of  reproduction  processes. 
After  all  "  blue-pencilling "  has  been 
ne,  the  news  and  other  paragraphs  are 
on  a  type-composing  machine.  The 
in  who  operate  the  machines  belong — 
London — to  the  London  Society  of 
>mpositors.  (The  Society  does  not  oper- 
e  in  the  provinces,  where  some  periodi- 


cals are  printed,  and  those  were  not 
affected  by  the  dispute.)  The  type  when  set 
is  printed  and  the  printed  sheets  made  up 
into  booklets  by  members  of  other  unions. 
The  dispute  affected  only  members  of  the 
compositors'  union.  The  machine  operators 
continued  at  work.  At  first  they  were  pre- 
pared to  handle  any  completed  pages. 
Later,  on  instructions  from  their  own 
union,  they  discriminated  against  pages 
produced  by  methods  (e.g.,  photographic) 
that  eliminated  typesetting.  As  a  result,  it 
became  necessary  to  look  elsewhere  for 
ways  of  printing  the  editorial  pages. 

With  some  trouble,  we  were  able  to  find 
such  a  way  last  week.  It  was  only  done  at 
a  sacrifice  of  printing  quality  and  by  send- 
ing out  the  advertisement  pages  separately 
from  (and  as  it  turned  out,  in  advance  of) 
the  literary  contents.  Both  parts  should 
by  now  have  reached  all  subscribers,  who 
should  also  have  had  time  to  recover  from 
the  shock  of  receiving  in  the  first  packet 
a  paper  without  news  pages.  We  hope 
that  on  reflection  all  will  agree  that  it 
was  better  to  have  had  the  news  in  that 
way  than  not  at  all. 

Today,  as  we  go  to  press,  the  composi- 
tors have  resumed  work.  As,  however,  they 
cannot  cope  in  one  day  with  an  amount 
of  setting  that  is  normally  spread  over  a 
week,  the  appearance  of  the  paper  is  again 
abnormal.  Next  week  we  hope  it  will  be 
fully  restored. 

It  is  opportune  to  conclude  with  a  warn- 
ing that  the  recent  troubles  have  seriously 
interrupted  the  production  of  The  C.  &  D. 
Diary  and  Year  Book,  1951,  which  will 
almost  inevitably  be  considerably  delayed 
in  publication  date  on  that  account. 

Record  Chemical  Exports 

Exports  of  chemicals  during  September 
reached  an  all-time  record  figure  of  £10.20 
millions.  In  September  of  last  year,  before 
devaluation  of  sterling  had  produced  any 
significant  change,  exports  were  £6.99 
millions  and  in  the  same  month  in  1948, 
£7.52  millions.  The  strained  atmosphere 
produced  by  the  Korean  war  in  interna- 
tional affairs,  which  has  caused  many  coun- 
tries to  embark  on  rearmament  programmes, 
is  to  a  great  extent  responsible  for  the 
higher  values. 
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NEW  DEVELOPMENT  IN  ANTISEPTIC  SOAPS 

CONSIDERABLE  interest  has  been  aroused  recently  in  U.  S.  A.  concerning  the  us< 
soaps  of  a  new  antiseptic  hexachlorophene  (which  is  the  name  adopted  with  the 
agreement  of  the  Council  on  Pharmacy  and  Chemistry  of  the  American  Medical 
sociation  for  2.  2' -dihydroxy -3.  5.  6.  -3'  5'  6' -hexachlorodiphenyl  methane).  Th 
compound  was  developed  in  a  search  for  germicidal  agents  that  would  retain  mu 
of  their  activity  in  the  presence  of  excess  soap.    Hexachlorophene,  or  its  monos 
ium  salt,in  powder  or  as  a  solution  in  alcohol  or  acetone, is  added  to  soap  during 
manufacture, and  the  result, which  is  usually  designed  to  contain  Z-Z\  per  cent,  z 
the  compound, is  claimed  to  be  a  non -irritating  and  relatively  non-toxic  product 
reduces  bacterial  flora  of  the  skin  considerably  if  used  regularly. 

A  potentially  important  field  for  the  use  of  hexachlorophene  soaps  is  thought 
in  surgery  where  already  they  have  been  found  to  be  of  value  in  preparing  the  s 
of  surgeon  and  patient  prior  to  operating.    Preliminary  reports  suggest  that  the 
soap^  are  equally  useful  for  the  scrubbing  of  hands  in  contagious  wards,  prema' 
nurseries  and  other  situations  where  the  transfer  of  infection  must  be  guarded 
against.    In  addition  the  preparations  containing  the  compound  are  being  offered 
the  United  States  for  protection  against  odour -producing  skin  bacteria.  British 
Patent  No.  £42648,in  the  name  of  Givaudan-Dela wanna  Inc.  ,  New  York,  describ 
the  use  .of  hexachlorophene  and  related  dihydroxy  halogenated  diphenyl  methanes 
germicidal  soaps.    The  claim  is  made  that  the  compound  will  kill  or  prevent  th~ 
growth  of  Staphylococcus  aureus  and  other  organisms.    Among  the  organisms  w 
are  "easily  destroyed"  by  the  compound  are  typhoid  arid  diphtheria  organisms,  c 
bacilli,  spirochaetes,  gonococci,  meningococci  and  some  types  of  streptococci. 

Results  of  tests  in  U.S.A.  have  suggested  that  the  daily  use  of  hexachlorophe 
soap  by  a  surgeon  would  enable  the  normal  routine  pre -operative  scrub-up  time 
be  reduced  from  10-15  minutes  to  2-3  minutes.  An  important  property  that  is  c. 
ed  for  hexachlorophene  soap  is  that  it  exerts  a  prolonged  anti-bacterial  action, 
that  in  addition  to  producing  a  marked  initial  drop  in  bacterial  flora  of  the  skin, 
resident  bacterial  count  continues  to  decrease  for  some  time  after  the  soap  has 
used.  The  result  is  attributed  to  the  retention  of  hexachlorophene  by  the  skin, 
tectable  amounts  of  hexachlorophene  have  been  recovered  from  the  skin  two  day 
after  the  application  of  the  soap 

Produced  in  the  United  States. by  Sindar  Corporation  (an  associate  of  Givaudar 
Delawanna  Inc.  )  it  has  been  incorporated  in  a  number  of  preparations  including 
shaving  cream  and  liquid  and  solid  soaps,  while  suggested  vehicles  include  ere 
and  lotions. 

The  manufacture  of  hexachlorophene  (which  is  known  commercially  as  G.  11)  i 
described  in  British  Patent  No.  557097  (taken  out  in  the  name  of  Burton  T.  Bus 
Inc.  ,  New  Jersey,  U.  S.  A.  ).  '  2,  4,  5  trichlorophenol  and  aqueous  formaldehyde 
solved  in  methyl  alcohol  is  treated  with  ice  cold  93  per  cent,  sulphuric  acid.  1 
crude  hexachlorophene  is  filtered  at  a  low  temperature  and  purified.  The  prod- 
is  in  the  form  of  white  or  colourless  needle-shaped  crystals  having  a  melting  p 
of  161-62°.  It  was  developed  from  the  closely  related  compound  2.  2' -dihydroxy 
5.  5' -dichloro  diphenyl  methane  known  commercially  as.  G.  4. 

Both  compounds  are  white  crystalline  bodies  practically  odourless,  insolubl 
Water,  readily  soluble  in  organic  solvents,  and  alkalis,  and  soluble  on  heating 
oils  and  fats.

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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND  ANNUAL  MEETING 
THE  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  was  held  in  Dublin 
on  October  9,  the  president  (Mr.  T.  C.  Scott)  in  the  chair.  Also  present  were  the 
vice-president  (Mr.  J.  P.  Kissane),  treasurer  (Mr.  John  Gleeson),  registrar  (Mr. 
James  G.  Coleman),  and  -  as  a  visitor  of  honour  -  Mr.  A.  A.  Meldrum  (president 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain).  The  attendance  included  Messrs. 
F.  Storey,  Belfast,  and  F.  W.  Adams  (secretary  and  registrar  of  the  Pharmaceut 
ical  Society  of  Great  Britain). 

The  president  declared  the  following  seven  outgoing  members  of  the  Council  re- 
elected for  a  further  period  of  three  years:   Messrs.  J.  J.  Roche,  P.  Fullam,  P. 
F.  McGrath,  G.  C.  O'Neill,  N.  A.  McKane,  M.  Power  and  C.  D.  O'Shea.  Message 
of  congratulation  to  the  Society  on  the  celebration  of  its  seventy-fifty  anniversary 
were  read  from  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  and  N 
from  Mr.  John  Smith,  M.  P.  S.  I.  ,  Terenure  (the  second  oldest  member  of  the  Soc- 
iety on  the  register).    Mr.  Scott  said  that  membership  of  the  Society  had  been  mai 
tained  at  just  over  a  thousand.    The  Council  had  discussed  with  the  druggists  prob 
lems  arising  out  of  the  new  education  scheme  (see  C.  &  D.  ,  1949,  11,  606),  and 
the  matter  that  seemed  to  cause  greatest  concern  was  the  title  to  be  bestowed  on, 
druggists   who  should  pass  an  examination  entitling  them  to  compound.    It  was  ta 
ing  time  for  the  legal  advisers  of  the  Druggists'  Association  to  deal  with  the  propo 
sals. 

The  existing  poisons  law  needed  revision,  said  the  president,  and  the  Authoritie 
would  impose  new  regulations  if  the  Society  did  not  make  some  move.    He  expectei 
to  receive  a  recommendation  from  the  joint  committee  of  representatives  of  the 
Society  and  the  Irish  Medical  Association.    Administration  of  the  Society's  educa- 
tional duties  had  been  hampered  by  limited  accommodation,  and  better  premises 
would  soon  have  to  be  sought 

Mr.  Fred  Storey,  moving  adoption  of  the  president's  report,  said  he  would  like 
on  their  seventy-fifth  anniversary,  to  convey  to  the  Council  the  good  wishes  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland.    As  president  of  the  Chemists  and 
Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland  he  also  wished  to  convey  the  congratulations  of  that 
body,  which  was  the  oldest  in  the  country. 

Mr.  M.  F.  Walsh,  seconding,  said  that,  to  encourage  research,  the  Society  sho 
give  scholarships  to  enable  students  to  go  abroad.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  A.  Allshire  asked  for  information  on  the  recognition  of  the  Irish  qualificati 
in  Rhodesia. 

Lieutenant  Seamus  Fox  suggested  for  students  a  short  course  in  ethics  should  b 
instituted.  He  agreed  that  everything  possible  should  be  done  to  secure  reciproci 
with  other  countries. 

Mr.  A.  A.  Meldrum  was.  warmly  greeted  when  he  rose  to  speak.    He  was  glad,  h 
said,  to  reinforce  personally  the  felicitations  of  the  Council  conveyed  by  letter.  U 
problems   pharmacists  were  facing  in  Ireland  appeared  to  be  much  like  those  in  . 
Britain.    He  wished  the  Society  success  in  its  fine  programme. 

The  Registrar  (Mr.  Coleman)  outlined  what  was  being  done  to  achieve  reciproci 
with  other  countries.    Ethics  would  be  included,  he  said,  in  the  Society's  new  edu< 
ational  course.    The  Council  had  made  it  possible  to  award  scholarships  for  the 
for  the  bright  children  of  poor  parents,  and  would  provide  scholarships  to  enable 
students  to  proceed  to  higher  courses  in  the  University.     The  report  was  unanim- 
ously adopted. 

The  Treasurer,  presenting  his  report,  said  that  income,  at  £6,248,  showed  an 
increase  of  £724  over  the  previous  year's  figure;  expenditure,  at  £4,  794,  had  in- 
creased by  £621.
